WasHtNaTON, June 14.—[Special.j—Repub- 
lican legislators, senators and members who 
are supposed to be familiar with the needs of 
the country from a republican standpoint, are 
to fraine the Chicago platform. Most of it is 
already prepared. Senator Hoar, who is 
glated for permanent chairmanship of the 
convention, has prepared the civil service 
plank, which deals with the president in Hoar's 
well known malignant style. John J. Ingalls, 
of Kansas, bas fully gratified hisspleen in com- 
ments interjected into the pension plank, 
which the judge-advocate-general of Kansas 
militia has drawn. Senator Plumb bids big 
for the northwestern states in a public land 
plank, which he has prepared. The house’s 
share in the platform comes from McKinley 
and Reed. They have worked over the minor- 
jty report on the Milis bill into a tariff plank. 
The negio vote is bid for by the slating of ex- 
Senator Bruce for temporary chairman. 

The republican senators, or many of them, 
qere giving their attention today chiefly to 
the Chicago convention. Some of them are 
going west tonight, and some not until Satur- 
day. Allof them are interested in booms, 
some for themselves and some for friends. 
Senator Sherman is more attentive to con- 
gressional duty than ary other senator of his 
gide the chamber. He sticks closely to his 
seat. 

The republican senators seem to be as much 
atsea in regard tothe probable action of the 
Chicago convention as any of the less promi- 
nent men Of their party. Senator Farwell, the 
Washington manager of the Gresham move- 
ment, has gone out to joiu with the other 
Gresham leaders in effecting a compact or- 
ganization of their forces. Senator Quay has 
been in Pennsylvania for some days,and leaves 
his home in that state tonight for Chicago. 
He has been actively at work in  be- 
half of Senator Sherman. The mention 
of the name of Mayor Fitler, of Phil- 
adeiphia, as a presidential candidate 
is said to be a shrewd move of Senator 
Quay to satisfy the Pennsylvania delegation 
for Sherman. That delegation has been divid- 
ed, some favering Sherman, others Blaine 
several for §Harrison, and two or three for 
Gresham and Alger. As the Fitler boom is in- 
terpreted here, it means that Senator Quay 
and his followers will give the Philadelphia 
mayor the compliment of a unamimous vote 
at first, if the delegation, when it shall 
becomes apparent that Fitler- cannot ~be 
nominated, will go for Sherman, and nobody 
seeuis to believe there is any staying quality in 
the Fitler boom. There isa very decided im- 
pression among some of the republican sena- 
tors that General Harrison, of Indiana, will be 
on the ticket for either first or second place, 
This impression grows out of the _ importance 
that is attached to carrying Indiana. The 
ticket of Harrison and Hawley is named by 
some republicans as one likely to “te placed in 
the fei. ‘ ie 

“Itis a ticket,”’ said a republican senator 
today, ‘‘that would make us sure of two of the 
doubtful states, Indiana and Connecticut.” 
Should an eastern man get the first place some 
of the republicans predict that Harrison will 
be named for second place. The republicans 
believe that the ignoring of Indiana’s claims 
by the democratic convention has created a 
feeling of dissatisfaction among the democrats 
in that state that will make it easy for the re- 
publicans to carry it if they put an Indiana 
man on tlie ticket.

RUSHING THEM THROUGH. 


The Senate Passes the Day on the Appro- 
priation Bills. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—In the senate, Mr. 
Sherman, from the committee on foreign rela- 
tions, reported an amendment to be offered to 
the sundry civil appropriation bill, appro- 
priating $224,500 for the survey and relocation 
of monuments on the frontier line between 
Mexico and the United States, and it was re- 
ferred to the,committee on appropriations. He 
called attention to the importance of the mat- 
ter. It was expressly required, according to 
the terms of the treaty with Mexico. 

The senate joint resolution granting leave 
of absence (without deduction of pay or of 
annual leave) to all persons now in the em- 
ployment of the government and who were 
present atthe battle of Gettysburg, whether 

fen the union or confederate side, to attend 
the reunion there on the 3d of July next, was 
adopted, after being amended by striking out 
the words as to union and coniederate sides 
and letting it simply apply toall persons now 
in the government service who took part in 
the battle. It covers ex-confederates now in 
the government service without indicating 
them in terms which Mr. Blair characterized 
as a case of “sticking in th cx." 

Mr. Hoar retorted to this remark by saying 
that it was “barking at the stick.’’ 

The concurrent resolution reported yesterday 
from the committee on foreign relations as to 
international arbitration was taken up and 
massed. It requests the president to invite 
Neon tiine to time, as fit occasions may arise, 
negotiations with any government with which 
the United States has or may have diplomatic 
relations to the end that any differences or dis- 
putes arising between two governments which 
cannot be adjusted by diplomatic ct A may 
be referred to arbitration and be peaceably ad- 
justed by such means. 

Amendments to the agricultural appropria- 
tion bill (adding several items and increasing 
the amount) were agreed to and the Dill 
passed. i? 

The postoffice appropriation bill was then 
taken up. An item was inserted making 
postage on seeds, cuttings, roots, bulbs and 
scions, one ¢ent for every eight ounces or frac- 
tions thereof. All other amendments were 
agreed to. Several democratic senators de- 
clared themselves opposed to the $800,000 for- 
eign mail subsidy amendment, but declining 
to call for the yeas and nays lest there might 
not be a quorum voting. 

While Mr. Brown said he thought the 
amendment a wise one, the bill was then 
passed. 

The senate then proceeded to the considera 
tion of executive business. 

The doors were reapened at 3:°0, and the 
senate for half an hour resumed legislative 
business. The bill appropriating $275,000 for 
the reconstruction of the government dam at 
Rock Island, which was washed away by the 
tiood, was passed. ° 

The senate adjourned to Monday.

The House Gets Through With Forty-Five 
Lines of the Mills BilL 


WASHINGTON, June 14.—In the house Mr. 
Townshend, of Illinois, offered a resolution 
providing for the consideration of bills by 
unanimous consent for half an hour every 
morning. Referred to the committee on rules. 

The house went into committee on the tariff 
bill.

IMPROVING THE NAVY. 


The Appropriation Bill Completed—Impor- 
' tant Items in it, 


WASHINGTON, June 14.—The naval oppro- 
prigtion bill has been completed in committee, 
and will be reported to the house ina day or 
two, The report has not yet been so far per- 
fected as toshow the total appropriation car- 
ried by the bill, but with the exceptions here- 
after noted itis believed to approximate the 
appropriation for the current fiscal year. 
litems of the greatest interest relate to new 
vesselg, and sections of the bil! touching these 
are substantially as follows: For the purpose 
of further increasing the naval establishment 
the president is authorized to have construct- 
ed, by contract, two steel cruisers of about 
three thousand tons displacement at a c%st, 
inclusive of armament and excluding any pre- 
miagm that may be paid for an increased 
speed, of not more than $1,200,000 each. One 
steel crusier of about 5,300 tons to cost not 
more than $1,800,000; and one armored cruiser 
of about 7,500 tons, to cost not more than 
$3,500,000. Three thousand tons cruisers are 
to be built under a guarantee to run at ieast 
nineteen Knots per hour, and 5,300 ton vessel 
at least twenty knots; and in each case the 
contractor is to receive $5,000 for each 
quarter knot made above requirement, and to 
forfeit $5,000 for each failure of a quarter of 
knot below the requirement. At least one of 
the vessels is be built at the United States 
navy yard, and any orall of them may be so 
constructed; in the event of  failngre 
to make the contract at  reason- 
able prices towards procuring armor 
and armament of domestic manufacture of the 
vessels authorized to be built, two million 
dollars is appropriated, and an appropropria- 
tion of four million dollars is made for begin- 
ning the construction of the vessels. Other 
items of interest in the bill are an increase of 


$55,000 for modern guns and $50,000 for guns : 


for a training squadron under the construction 
burpan and under the head of public works, 
aggregating $1.312,156 (ot about twice the 
current appropriation); $625,000 for League 
Island navy yard; $50,000 for locating a dry 
dock on gulf ; $83,340 for Brooklyn navy yard; 
$114,488 for Norfolk navy yard; $154,900 for 
Mare Island, California; navy yard (including

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A BROKEN BOOM, 


Great Damage Done by the High Waters in 
the Northwest. 

Superior, Wis., June 14.—Several million 
feet of logs broke loose from booms above Clo- 
quet yesterday and came tearing down the 
stream to the island on which several hundred 
xeople live, doing great damage. Among the 
buildings swept away are the jail, courthouse, 
two hotels, one boardinghouse, several stores, 
several saloons and half a dozen dwellings. 
Thirty or forty other buildings are completely 
surrounded by water to the depth of seven or 
eight feet, and most of them have been aban- 
doned. 

The St. Paul and Duluth railroad at Fon du 
Lac is under two feet of water and depots and 
other buildings have been abandoned and are 
likely to be carried away atany time. Com- 
munication between the mainland and inun- 
dated island is maintatned by boats, but is be- 
coming dangerous. The St. Paul and Duluth 
railway has abandcned the line from Duluth 
tothe Northern Pacisic junction and is run- 
ning trains over the Northern Pacific railroad 
via Superior. The loss to lumbermen at Clo- 
quet will be enormous, as the logs will have to 
be picked up when they reach the lake by 
tugs, and it will be impossible to save them 
all. The loss thus far is roughly estimated at 
$500,000. 

OmaAHA, Neb., June 14.--A heavy electric 
storm prevailed throughout the state yester 
day, and a number of deaths by lightning are 
reported. At Lindsay, a babe was killed by 
its mother’s side and the mother was unhurt. 
At Newman’s Grove one man was killed. At 
Clarkfield, two children and much damage 
was done to property.

GRIEF IN THE CASTLE. 


The Emperor of Germany Near- 
ing the End. 


THE ROYAL FAMILY SUMMONED 


The Emperor Writes a Farewell Letter to 
Bismarck—Crowds Around the Castile 
Awaiting the Dreadful Tidings. 


BErxin, June 14.—The emperor has a strong 
fever and his breathing is labored. Sir Edward 
Malet, British embassador, and Dr. Fredberg, 
minister of justice, have reached Friedrich- 
skron palace at Potsdam, and other ministers 
and members of the royal family not already 
there, are hastening to the palace. 

The crown prince and crown princess and 
Priuce Henry have arrived atthe castle. Em- 
press Victoria has watched by the bedside of 
the emperor since 4 o’clock this morning. All 
members of the imperial family have been 
summoned to his bedside. 

When lying down the emperor is apathetic, 
at other times he is fully conscious. Early this 
this afternoon while reclining in an arm chair 
he wrote a few farewell words to Bismarck. 
Afterwards he took a sip of food through a 
tube, a little cocaine being administered. 

The whole family spent the evening at the 
emperor’s beside. The patient’s fever has some- 
what abated at midnight, but his temperature 
is still 108. He was fully conscious and made 
himself understood by signs. Minister Von 
Kaprivi and Drs. Leyden and Krause re- 
turned to Berlin shortly after 8 o’clock. Em- 
press Augusta has started for Potsdam. 

The people of Berlin did not realize the ex- 
treme gravity of the emperor's condition until 
the appearance of morning extras containing 
the morning bulletin. The people then felt 
that henceforth only the worst news could be 
look@ for. Concern was universal, and the 
intense anxiety increased as successive extras 
announced the approach of the last agony. 
Until long after nightfall crowds gathered in 
front of official residences in Wilhelm Strasse, 
being especially watchful at the chancellor’s 
residence. : 

Early in the forenoon Count Von Schelen- 
dorf visited Bismarck, and the two started for 
Potsdam, where they remained two hours, re- 
turning to the chancellory together. 

Several ministers visited Bismarck in the 
evening, and an informal council was held. 
Bismarck had a long conference with the 
crown prince at Potsdam after seeing the em- 
poror. 

AT THE DYING EMPEROR’S BEDSIDE. 

PotspaMm, June 15.—Towards migdnight on 
Wednesday the emperor became worse. His 
pulse quickened and his temperature rose to 
over forty reaumur. The difficulty he expe- 
rienced in breathing indicated inflammation of 
the lungs. The morning hours were awaited with 
the greatest anxiety. At o’clock the empress 
was informed of the change and she has not 
left her husband’s bedside since. Drs, 
MacKenzie, Bardeeben, Wegner and Hovell 
exhausted their skill in trying to relieve the 
patient, but in spite of all their efforts, his 
strength rapidly diminished. Towards morn- 
ing the emperor refused to take medicine. At 
7 o’clock other doctors came only to confirm 
the previous diagnosis. The emperor became 
slightly more animated about neon, and asked 
to see his daughter Sophia, yesterday being 
herji8th birthdwy. 

During the night the emperor remained in 
a kind of stuper. The doctors gave him vari- 
ous stimulants and camphor injections, but 
the effect.was only temporary. The news re- 
ceived by Berlin papers from Potsdam is 
scanty, the press censorship being rather rigid- 
ly enforced. The emperor sometimes fopens 
his eyes and recognizes those around him. A 
pleasant smile lightens his face when the em- 
press or other members of the family go to the 
bedside. Public grief was especially noticea- 
ble on Berlin boerse. Silence was strictly ob- 
served and any One raising his voice above a 
whisper was immediately hushed. 

At 1:20 this morning the emperor was; 
weakcr, but he was perfectly conscious, mind- 
ful of the doings around him. Court officials 
remain in the palace during the night. It is 
expected that the night will pass on quietly. 
The empress is still at the emperor’s bedshle. 

Prince and Princess Henry nave arrived 
here. There is an enormous crowd before the 
castle. 

The most optimistic doctors are skeptical as 
to the issue of the next twelve hours. It is 
stated that a guard of hussars and foot guards 
have already been ordered to form a cordon 
around the castle. Thestimulating inhalation 
administered in the afternoon caused copious 
expectoration and some mitigation of the 
symptoms. It is rumored that food was in- 
jected directly into the stomach, but the report 
is not confirmed. The prince of Wales is ex- 
pected to arrive Friday night or Saturday 
morning. 

It is rumored that King Humbert, of Italy, 


has already started for Berlin.

MR, FORD’S LETTER. 


It Creates a Stir Among the Friends of the 
University—The Committee's Report. 


The letter of Mr. Lyman H. Ford in yester- 
day’s ConsTITUTION cfeated @ stir in this city. 

Mr. Ford is superintendent of the city 
schools of Macon, and is alyo a member of the 
board of visitors to the university of the state, 

An attempt was made to interview Mr. Mal- 
colm Johnston, the Atlanta member of the 
board, yesterday, in. relation to the charges 
made in Mr. Ford's letter. 

Mr. Johnston declined to talk at length on 
the subject. He did not desire, he said, to be- 
come involved in a newspaper controversy 
with Mr. Ford. He was perfectly willing 
however, to stand on the report of the board of 
visitors to which he has attached his signature. 
In his letter Mr. Ford spoke of the defacement 
of the property. 

On this suvject the report of the board of 
Visitors substantially sustains Mr. Ford. The 
visitors recommend the appointment of an 
ofiicer, to be known as proctor, be put ip 
charge of buildings and grounds and be ree 
sponsible for their preservation. It is also 
recommended that each student upon matricu- 
lation deposit a small sum as an indemnity to 
cover any cameap done by the student. 

Mr. Ford speaks at length about the use of 
tobacco, which he iermsa yice, and here is the 
sentence in the report which he voted against 
because he had no ocular proof of the fact: 

“We find among the stucentsa marked ireedom 
from «dissipation and vice. We venture the asser- 
tion that in no college of equal size do these evils 
exist in a less Gexree.”’ 

Mr. Ford criticizes the dormitories,"and the 
report has this to say about them: 

After a careful inspection of the dormitories and 
outhouses, we would report that their condition is 
couducive neither tothe health nor comfort of the 
students. The water-closet is not enly inconven- 
iently situated, but isin such a state and so badly 
kept, as to be justly denominated, in all bounds of 
reason, a nuisance. 

Owing to the dilapidated condition of the dormi- 
tories, we would judge thatit is impossible for the 
inmates to protect themselves against the inclemen- 
cies of winter. 

We furiter!e leve that there is just ground for 
complaint of tieir condition as to cleanliness, We 
deem it a matter of great imporiance that the 
buildings provided by the state for the acecommoda- 
tion of students should be rendered comfortable, 
aud giould receive constant attention and suj er- 
vision of such a vature as to promote health and 
com fort. 

Mr. Fesd writes of ‘‘excrescences in the 
shape of incompetent men that need a sharp 
knife and a damng hand.”’ 

The report of the board is silent on this sub- 
ject. 

Nothing is said in the report about the use 
of tobacco being ‘‘a vice or having a vicious in- 
fluence on the young,’’ to quote Mr. Ford’s 
letter. 

Mr. Ford praisesthe equipment of the uni- 
versity for teaching the sciences, such ag 
chemistry, physics, civil engineering, etc., and 
says the aparatus is in the hands of skillful 
teachers. 

Mr. Ford praises the library. 
report. 

A careful comparison of the report of the 
board of visitors, which Mr. lord signed, with 
the letter which Mr. Ford wrote, will show 
that the main point of difference is the .allu- 
sion in the letterto ‘‘incompetent men,” and 
the use of tobacco as a vice.

Curiosities of Nature. 


The Proposed ‘ Electric Plant — Adjudged 
Insane—The Dollar Plant~—Other 
News of Interest.

Apary, Ga., Jane 14.—[Special.jJ—“There’s 

a fortune in the woods,”’ said.a lady from Worth 
county. If the greatest'of all good fortune the 
bi¢ssing of héwith is considered, nature has cer- 
tainly in this section given man every assist- 
ance in preserving it. Pertraps'to the energetic 
seekor after the means of healing fortunes 


would be found in a pecuniary sense in selling 
the cures found in nature’s great laboratory in 
the piney woods wilderness. Persons ‘wellup in 
‘plant lero find among the growth here substi- 
thtes for all ‘commercial medicines, and are 
quite independent of drugstorés and physicians. 
| A plant with the same bitter flavor is like its 
protetype, asure eure for chills and fever. 
Blood purifiers sre-legion among the barks and 
roots. There are vegetable calomels, sulphurs 
and on through the pharmacop2. | 

Even the ber-grass (ydeca filamentosa), 
which springs up in all the old fields and'along 
the roullstde, has valuable medicirtal proper- 
ties. The root is boiled down and made into 
what is becoming a famous liniment, by addi- 
tion to the strong extract, Tard, vasolipe, or 
some Similar article of admitistration. 

There are thousands of plants doubtless of 
great value medicinally which haye never 
even been exper'mérted with, and ‘whose uses 
are but-as a sealed book. Tt will také@ ages, 
perhaps, for their value to be thoroughly un- 
derstood. Dame Nature is slowin unlocking 
the secrets of her great storéhouse replete with 
wenlth of every Kind. ; 

A queer little growth makes its appearance 
in the wire grass country. It is called by the 
natives the dajlar piint, from the singularity 
of its leaves, which are lien! round, lying 
flat upon the ground, and when full grown the 
exact size of a silver dollar. When the plant 
is pulled up it is@een thatthe leaves retain 
their perfect roundness from their incipiency, 
and “grow through al] the gradations the 
money takes, from'the size of the silver five 
cont piece to dimes, quarters, halves, and the 
coin from which it takesits name. At this 
season il throws out from the center a olustér 
of vellow flowers. The leaves of the plant 
when chewed ormade intoatca area gure 
cure for dysentery and kindred affections, 

THE CONDITION OF THE CROPS. 

Very varying accounts are given by the far- 
mers of the condition of the erops. ‘When 
you heara man bragging about his fine crops 
now,’ said a Worth county gentleman, “you 
can set it down that he is trying to get credit 
with the merchant.”’ 

A drouth pfeyailing here is said to have in- 
jured the corn crop very seriously. It is tas- 
seling before being half grown and drying‘up. 
The crop is ruined, says many of the planters, 
unless we have a good rain within a day or 
two. Andstill the sun shines as bright as 
ever.and nota speck of cloud dims the azure 
of the sky as the days come and go. The pros- 
pect for rain seems a distant one and of a good 
corn crop equally as uncertain. 

IS CONSUMPTION INFECTIOUS?

“Is consumption contagious ?”’ was asked of 
an Albany plysician, ‘‘Yes,’’ he replied, 
looking somewhat surprised at the question, 
‘St is now taucht at all the medical colleges.’’

‘Even dogs,” be continued, “‘whieh take in 
the sputem from consamptives contract the 
disease. LIhave seen them with the saine hol- 
low couch and die with every symptom of it.”’ 

Another stated it was doubiless the case 
there was even danger of being too long in the 
room ‘with those afilicted. He stated the pity 
he felt for those he saw doomed to die with it, 

Another being approached upon the subject 
said: “It is not contagious but infectious, 
When patients.are afilicted with tuberclerosis 
there is danger from the bacteria. You know 
whatthisis? Nearly ali the cases are of this 
type. Lhad four negroes in my office today, 
they were all afflicted with tubercles. Yes, I 
find consumption on the inerease among the 
negroes, owing tothe prevalence of syphiltic 
troubles among them. I have seen cases, 
theugh very rare, where often repeated attacks 
of pneumonia the lungs solidified, the oxygen 
left the bleed and the patient succumbed with 
the slightest’sympton of tabercles. In sucha 
case there is 1 danger of infection.”’

Gone: When county school commissioners recom- 
mend for a permanent state license a teacher who, 
in the examination, has obtained a first grade li- 
cense, let him accompany the examination popes 
(which should always be written with pen and ink, 
and signed by the applicant, giving his first Chris- 
tian name) with asimple certificate attached to 
said examination papers, in which is stated that the 
applicant showed unusual merit in his examina- 
tion; that he is of high moral and professional char- 
acter, and that he is therefore commended for 
permanent license. Ihave not time to examine 
those papers and certificates when they first come 
in, and if one letter includes certificates and other 
matters and inquiries thoy are apt to be overlooked;

“Penominal Colleges’’ was the subject for 
discussion, and the chairman announced that 
the Rev. John J. Robinson would make an ad- 
gress. Education in general and denomination- 
a] colleges in particular were fully discussed. 
Tho discourse Was One of great power. It was 
replete with facts and figures and_inter- 
esting statements, showing the work 
of the Presbyterian chureh and the 
work of the other denominations. 
Dr, Robinson said the fund roposed for the 
Presbyterian university would be raised. He 
saw no reason wliy it could not be secured. 
By founding & Presbyterian university the 
Presbyterians did not wish to make bigots of 
their sons, but they did wish to make them in- 
¢elligent Presbyterians. The text book of 
Presbyterian history should be in the hands of 
every Presbyterian student, just as much as 
the text books of mathematies. “We do not 
want,” waid he, “a refrigerating plant that 
shail provide cold storage merely for the 
of the intellect. Man is a 
creature of impulse, passion and of a 
will which Dr. Lyman Beecher used to 
sayjwas the next strongest thing toGod. Man's 
nature is triune, physical, intellectual and 
spiritual. There must be the physical cuiture 
of the gymnasium for the first, mathematics, 
sciences, belle letters, etc., for the second, and 
the Bible for the third. Speculative thought, 
if allowed to transcend its proper limits, is 
hurtful. There is no more mournful chapter 
of literary men than that of their endless spee- 
wiations, At length the overtaxed intellect 
gives out and its gifted possessor falls into the 
abvss of doubt and unbelief like an archangel. 
We wantalarge clementof Bible truth to 
exter into the curriculum, whieh shall 
determine how our sons shall be educated, and 
you can’t get this truth in a state institution; 
we can’tget it outside of a “denominational 
college. The Methodists have. their institu- 
tion at Oxford, and the Baptists have theirs at 
Macon, and they are doing a good work for 
themselves and for Georgia; and we should 
have a donominational college, not to rival 
them, but for our own good. It is necessary to 
prepare men by means of a Christian educa- 
tion to adorn any profession. You will pardon 
me for saying humbly, gratefully, that there is 
no stronger, no finer type of character than 
that which results from Presbyterian educa- 
tion.” 

Dr. Robinson spoke about forty minutes, and 
he covered every phase of the subject. 

The Key. Henry Hoyt made an exceedingly 
entertaining ten minute talk. 

He was followed by Dr. J. N; Craig, who 
gave a very interesting talk. He stated that 
out of state colleges in which there were 6,000 
students, only 350—betweeh five and six 
per cent—are in the ministry ; while of the 2,000 
students of seven denominational colieges, 
1,300 are in the ministry. It might be account} 
ed for, some said, by the fact that these were 
the sons of Christians. Grant this hypothesis 
to be true and it showed that the way to give 
young men a Christian education was to send 
them to Christian colleges. 

The Hon. L, F. Livingston mado a very hu- 
morous and pointed address, full of telling 
thrusts. He was “opposed in totete the new 
fangled notions of education.” 

The Rev. M. N. McCoy closed the discus- 
sion.

ance of Presbyterians; where they coald im- 
bibe Presbyterian doctrine and receive the 
proper kind of moral and intellectual nonrish- 
ment. Mr. Bradshaw reluctantly quit speak- 
ig when the chairman rapped him down. 
udge Howard Van Epps was called upon to 
make a ten minute speech, and he responded 
ina happy manner. He urged the necessity 
of the Presbyterian church’s enlarging ‘ts edu- 
cational] facilities and coming up tothe require- 
menis of the present advanced ideas. Judge 
\ an Epps was interesting, as he always is, and 
had the most exclusive attention of his hear- 
ers. 

_ The Rev. W. B. Jennings, of Macon, was 
introduced by the chairman. The little ad- 
dress made by Mr. Jennings was a gem. He 
first spoke in general terms 
educational maiters, Then he 

some earnest and pointed remarks 
about the necessity which cries out with 
power for the Presbyterian church to make a 
decisive step toward educating its children. 
He spoke earnestly about the efforts other 
churches are making in this direction, and re- 
ferred in caustic language to the encroacli- 
ments of the Roman Catholic church. He 
said thatthis churek wasan arch enemy of 
Presbyterianism; that its methods were 
damning. He spoke about the college of 
Jesuits in Macon, and criticised severely their 
work. Hereferred tothe recent meeting at 
Warm Springs by those who favored immigra- 
tion to the south, and he denennced 
this as a scheme to people the south- 
land with Roman Catholics. He spoke 
with emphasis on this point, and his fervid 
language stirred up his hearers to a high pitch 
of earnestness. Mr. Jennings was in the 
midst of a vivid passage when the relentless 
gavel descended and he was told to quit. A 
member quickly moved that he be given more 
time, but before this motion could be put Mr. 
Jennings had left the stage. 

The next speaker was Mr. Goetchus, who 
made an excellent argument in the same line. 
He also spoke of the incursions the Romish 
chureh was making in the south, and insisted 
that it behooved Presbyterians to be up and 
doing so as to stem this tide of papacy, which 
threatened to overrun the southern states, 

Dr. J. P. Stevens, of Macon, read a shoft 
essay on education. This was an admirabic 
paper. 

The president stated that the Rev. J. B. 
Mack,a very distinguished South Carolina 
preacher, was present and had been prevailed 
upon to address the convention; that he had 
enjoyed a long experience among the Presby- 
terian institutions of the south and his words 
would be words of wisdom. 

Dr. Mack made a forcible address, which 
was heard with the closest attention by all. 
After giving a great deal of informatian as to 
the numberand characterof the collegesin the 
southern states under the control of the Pres- 
byterian denomination, he addressed himself 
to the task of convincing the members of the 
assembly that they should at once take steps 
toward the endowment ofa Presbyterian uni- 
versity. Said lhe: “i have thought much on 
this subject, and have come to the conclusicn, 
after mature consideration, that there should 
be instituted immediately a Presbyterian uni- 
versity, and itis my firm conviction that it 
should be established in the city of Atlanta. 
There is no other city in the entire south where 
such an institution could succeed. If this uni- 
versity should be located here, Iam convinced 
that it would become the leading university of 
the south.”’ 

Dr. Mack gaveagreat many reasons why 
the university ought to be situated in Atlanta, 
and he then told how it could be started. He 
said that it could be put on a sound basis if one 


starter. He thought when the matier was be- 
gun in the right way, and when the people re- 
alized the importance of such an in- 
stitution, there would be no_ difficulty 
in securing the $100,000. He thonght 
that right here in Atlanta there are rich men 
who would raise half that amount provided 
the synod would agree to make up the defi- 
ciency. Dr. Mack made an eloquent plea for 
this enterprise, and his argument had a visible 
effect upon the preachers and elders, as well 
as upon the othersin the congregation. 

The Hon. Clifford Anderson spoke in favor 
of the project, and pledged himself to visit all 
the surrounding cities in its interest. 

The Rev. T. P. Cleveland said: “I am hear- 
tily in favor of the university. Ihave no 
means. Ain poor now, and expect to die poor. 
I have a boy, and I should like for him te be 
educated in the proposed university.” 

Mr. Samuel M. Inman rose and made a 
short address. “At the risk of being criti- 
eised,” said he, ‘I must say that @ vot 
favor the proposition made by those who ate 
urging the founding of a Presbyterian univer- 
sity in Atlanta. What I wish t say is that it’ 
is my opinion the seminary in Columbia, 8. C., 
receives from the four synods controlling it 
an amount of money disproportionate to its 
usefulness. Thatis to say, that too much 
money is shut up in this institution. It these 
synods should decide to remove the seminary 


to it, the idea of establishing a Presbyterian 
university in Atlanta or some other city of 
Georgia, might be carried out successfully. 
The Columbia seminary fund is $250,000. Now 
a part of this might be employed for the pur- 
pose of founding a university. But the idea of 
starting it with $100,000 is, in my opinion. 
nnreasonable. ff this is to be 
done, let ts take it up in a 
ractical way. To name it the Southern Pres- 
Etevtan university and te vonfine it to Atlanta 
might handicap ft from the start. After it is 
started them it will be time for those liberal 
persons who wish to contribute to come forward 
and help it.”

“EXPERIMENTAL STATIONS.” 


The University to Receive end Use the Fund 
Appropriated by Congress, 

The following important order was passed at 
the executive department yesterday in relation 
to the fund appropriated by congress for the 
establishment of agricultural experimental 
stations in connection with the colleges of the 
several states: 

Ordered, That a certificate do issue showing 
that the University of Georgia is entitled to 
receive aud use the sum appropriated by con- 
gress under and by virtue of the provisions of 
the act entitled “An act to establish agricul- 
tural experiment tations in connection 
with the colleges established in the several 
states, under the provisions of an act approved 
July 2, 1862, and of the acts supplementary 
thereto;” or the act passed supplementary 
thereto, said university being entitied to receive 
said fund subject to such rights as are reserved 
by the legislature under section 8 of said act.
